Remarks 

1 . In view of indicated allowable subject matter in previous Office Action, the 
cancellation of claims 12, 13, 17, 18 and 20-24 has put all the standing claims in a 
condition for allowance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-3, 6, 7, 9-1 1 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Regarding claim 1 , the prior art of record does not show a fan housing as 
described in claim 1 comprising a second section disposed on the main body, and 
having a recess aligned with the through hole; a fixing portion formed in a gap formed 
between the first and second sections: and a fastening structure passing through the 
first section via the through hole, and having one end accommodated by the recess and 
a part disposed in the gap and having a profile corresponding to that of the gap; wherein 
the recess of the second section prevents the one end of the fastening structure from 
being exposed.
